A WATEB.FAMINE. 


Ttae City is Safteriog From One Now 
and the Oat-pnt Is 'Curtailed. 


The city of Fort Wayne is just now 
indnlging in the luxury of a water 
famine and this morning the trustees in- 
structed Inspector Frank Iten to shut 
off the supply to elevators and street 
sprinklers, so that the water in the basin 
may be reserved for actual consumption 
and fire protection. 


The scarcity of water results from the 
drought and the fact that the water in 
the St. Joe river is too low to flow into 
the basin. 


The owners of the 
Budisill mill, 
Messrs. Bass, l<leming and Simons, 
have cut a gap in the dam to lower the 
river water above and permit of oper- 
ations looking to the utilization of the 
feeder canal for water power, which 
they hope to sell to the electric light 
works and other institutions, having or 
ganized a company for that purpose. 


They have now a force of men at work 
and decline to stop operations and give 
the city a temporary supply of water 
through the canal, although the trus 
tees requested it yesterday. 


The trustees have sent to Dayton for 
pumps and it is probable they will in a 
day or so utilize the inexhaustable sup< 
ply in their four new well». 


They should at once secure a water 
supply, for the people will sustain them.

ItAHBED 
WIRE 
FBSCES. 


In the minds of many farmers it has 
become a settled fact that barbed wire 
fences are a great damage to the coun- 
try. 
They come to this conclusion be- 
cause they have lost valuable animals or 
had them seriously hurt by wire fenc-es. 
There is no doubt but that there have 
been animals, esi)ecially young horses, 
Jmrt U|>on or in consequence of wire 
fences, but tn make a wholesale con- 
demnatitm f>f thein, seems unfair, to say 
the least. 


Are there not ways by which this ob- 
jection (and it is the only oI>jection we 
have ever heard raised.) to wire fences 
may be overcome? 


We submit the following, taken from 
an exchange, to the careful attention of 
those who oppose barbed wii'e fences: 


]Much is to be said in favor of barbed 
wire. 
Its invention came at a time 
when a need was felt for a cheap, 
dura- 
ble. and etticient fence for large farms 
and tracts in the newer portions of the 
country. 
In many ways it has prr>ved a 
great blessing to Y)ionee2' farmers anil 
ranchmen. 


We have the fence by the hundreds of 
thousands of miles, and there is no ready 
and cheap substitute for it. 
The cptes- 
tion is not how to get rid of it, so much 
as to see if something may not be done 
to prevent or mitigate the e^ ils attend- 
ing its use. 
In the case of liorses the 
trouble chiefly lies in its invisibility. To 
o\ ercome tliis altouttlie l)est contrivance 
e have seen is to saw a common fence 
board, a thinner board will do, into nar- 
row stri]>s. attach them to the toj) wire 
by a staj)le near each end. so they will 
Ijang under the wire, swinging l)etween 
the posts. 
lnst<'ad of this some farmers 
substitute a small i>ole for the top wire. 
.\notlu>r ]>lan. suggested at 
a 
rei-ent 
farmers' institute, is to jdow a furrow 
next the fence on the ]>asture side, then 
turn and throw a fnrrf)w the other way. 
This gives the aj)pearance of a ditch or 
some other obstruction, and the horses 
in their jdayfulness will refrain from a 
leaj), or be 
deterred 
from 
running 
against the wire. 


Another thing, if properly 
attended 
to. will often ])revent injury. 
That is 
to kee]» the wire taut at all times. 
The 
sagging of wirj's is a great soun-e of 
mischief, animals of all kin<Ls 
getting 
the idea that they can crawl through be- 
tween the wires. 
In attempting 
this 
they often get terribly lacerated in th(» 
abdomen or liind legs. 
Again, 
many 
fences are J^idly constructed at the out- 
set. 


Be<'anse a A^ ire fence is chea{). too 
many try to niake it too cheap. 
Use 
care in putting it up, and wln-re the in- 
closure is small or for horses, it may })ay 
to use some of the safeguards 
men- 
tioned.—Farm. Field, 
anil 
Sloi-hinan.

TALMAGE Oíí TROUBLE. 


The Combined Shadow of In- 
validism and Financial 
Embarrassment. 


The World Fattexu the Horse It Wants to 
Drive — Home Troubles — Outside 
Perseention. 


The Eev. Dr. T. De "Witt Talmage 
preached at the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
and took for his subject, "Trouble 
on 
Both Sides," and his text, "There was a 
sharp rock on the one side, and a sharp 
rock on the other side." I. Sam., xix, i. 


The cruel army of the Philistines must 
be taken and scattered. 
There is just 
oneman. accompanied by his bodyguard, 
to do that thing. 
Jonathan is the hero 
of the 
scene. 
I 
know 
that 
David 
cracked the skull of the giant with a 
few pebbles well slung, and that 300 
Gideonites scattered 10,000 Amalekites 
by the crash of broken crockery; but 
here is a more wonderful conflict. 
Yon- 
der are the Philistines 
on the rock. 
Here is Jonathan with his bodyguard in 
the vallej'. 
On the one side is a rock 
called Bozez; on the other side is a rock 
called Seneh. 
These two were as fa- 
mous in olden times as in modern times 
are Plymouth Kock and Gibraltar. 
They 
were precipitous, unscalable, and sharp. 
Between tliese two rocks Jonathan must 
make his ascent. 
The day conies for the 
scaling of the height. 
Jonathan, on his 
hands and feet, begins the ascent. 
With 
strain, and slip, and bruise, I suppose, 
but still on and up, first goes Jonathan, 
and then goes his bodyguard. 
Bozez 
on one side, Seneh on t^e other. 
After 
a sharp tug, and push, and clinging, I 
Bee the head of Jonathan above the hole 
in the mountain; and there is a 
chal- 
lenge, and a fight, and a supernatural 
consternation. These two men, Jonathan 
and his bodyguard, drive back and drive 
down the Philistines over the rocks, and 
open a campaign which demolishes the 
enemies of Israel. 
I suppose that the 
overhanging and overshadowing rocks 
on either side did not balk or dishearten 
Jonathan 
or his bodyguard, but only 
roused and filled them with 
enthusiasm 
as they went up. 
"There was a sharp 
rock on the one side, and u sharp rock 
on the other side." 


My friends, you have been, or are now. 
some of you, in this ' risis of the text. 
If a man meets one trouble, he can 
go 
through 
with 
it. 
He gathers all his 
energies, concentrates them upon 
one 


E 
oint, and in the strength of God, or by 


is own natural 
determination, 
goes 
through it. 
But the man who has trouble 
to the right of him and trouble 
to 
the 
left of him is to be pitied. 
Did either 
troulde enmc alone, he might endure it, 
but two troubles, two disasters, two over- 
shado'tting uiisfortuucs, are Bozez and 
Seneh. 
God 
pity 
him! 
"There 
is a 
sharp rock on the one side, aud a sharp 
rock OD the other side." 


In this crisis of the text is that man 
whose fortu-Lic aud health fail him at the 
same lime. 
Xine-teiiths of all our mer- 
chants caji.size in business before they 
come to forly-iivc years of age. 
There 
is some collision in commercial circles, 
aud they stop payment. 
It seems as if 
every man must 
put 
his name on the 
back of a uote before he learns what a 
fooi a man is who risks all his own prop- 
erty ou the prospcct that some man will 
tell the truth. 
It seems as if a man must 
have a large amouut of unsalable goods 
on his own shelf before he learns how 
much easier it is to buy than to sell. 
It 
seems as if every man must be completely 
burned out before he learns the impor- 
tance of always keeping fully insured. 
It seems aJ if every man must be wrecked 
in a financial tempest before he learas 
to keep things snug in case of a sudden 
euro,"lydon. 
When the calamity does 
com.', it is awful. 
The man goes home 
in despair, 
and 
he tells his family: 
"We ll have to go to the 
poor-house." 
He takes a dolorous vicwpf everything. 
It seems as if he never could rise. 
But 
a little time passes, and he says: 
"Why, 
I am not so hudly off attor all; I have my 
family left." 


Before the Lord turned Adam out of 
Paradise he gave him Eve, so that when 
ho lost Paradise he could stand it. Per- 
mit one who has never read but a few 
novels iu all his life, aud who has not a 
great deal of romance in his composition, 
to say, that if, when a man's fortunes 
fail, iie has a good wife—a good Chris- 
tian wife—he ought not to be despond- 
ent. 
"Oh," you say, "that only increases 
the embarrassment, since you have her 
also to take care of." You are an ingrate, 
for the woman as often snpjiorts the man 
as the m;in supports 
the wnuiin. 
Tlie 
man may bring all the dollars, but the 
woman generiiliy brings the courage and 
the faith in God'. 


Vv'ell. thi.s man of whom I am speak- 
ing looks around, and he linds his f am- 
ily is left, and he rallies, and the liglit 
comes to his eyes, and the smile to ins 
fac-e, and the (-our.ige to his heart. 
In 
two years he is quite over it. 
He makes 
his financial calamity the first chapter 
in a new era of prosiK-rity. 
lie met that 
one trouble-coiiqucred it. He sat down 
for a little while under the grim shadow 
of the rock Bozez, yet he soon rose, and 
began, like Jonathan, to climb. 
But 
how often it is that physical ailment 
comes with 
fiuaiieial 
embarrassment. 
When the fortune failed it broke the 
man's spirit. 
His nerves were shattered. 
His brain was stunned. 
I can show you 
hundreds of men iu New York whose 
fortune and health failed at the same 
time. 
They came prematurely to the 
staff. Their hand trembled with incip- 
ient paralysis. 
They never saw a well 
day since the hour when they 
called 
their creditors together for a compro- 
snise. 
If such men arc impatient, and 
peculiar, and irritable, 
excuse 
them. 
They had two troubles, either one of 
«rhich they could have met successfully. 
If, when the health went, the fortune 
had been retained, it would not have 
been so bad. 
The man could 
have 
bought the very best medical advice and 
he could have had the very best attend- 
ance, and long lines of carriages would 
have stopped at the front door to inquire 
as to his welfare. 
But poverty on the 
one side and sickness on the other are 
Bozez aud Seneh, and they interlock 
their shadows and drop them upon the 
poor man's way. 
God help him! "There 
is a sharp rock on the one side, and a 
sharp rock on the other side." 


Now, what is such a man to do? 
In 
the name of Almighty God, I will tell 
him what to do. 
Do as Jonathan did— 
climb; climb up into the sunlight of 
God's favor and consolation. 
I ciin go 
through the churches and 
show you 
men who lost fortune and health at the 
same time, aud yet who sing all day and 
dream of Heaven at night. 
If you have 
any idea that 
sound 
digestion, 
and 
steady nerves, and clear eyesight, and 
good hearing, and plenty of friends are 
necessary to make a man 
happy, 
you 
have 
miscalculated. 
I suppose 
that 
these 
overhanging 
rocks only 
made 
Jonathan scramble the harder and the 
faster to get up and out into the sun- 
Jight; aud this combined shadow of in- 


•alidism and 
financial 
embarrassdieiit 
has often sent a man up the quicker into 
the sanlight of Gods favor and the 
noonday of his glorious promises. 
It is 
a difKcult thing for a man to feel his 
dependence upon God when he has 
$10,000 in the bank, and $50,000 in gov- 
ernment securities, and a block of stores 
and three ships. 
"Well," the man says 
to himself, "it is silly for me to pray, 
'Give me this day my daily bread,' when 
my pantry is full, and the canals from 
the west are crowded with breadstuffs 
destined for my storehouses." 
Oh, my 
friends, if the combined 
misfortunes 
and disasters of life have made you 
climb up into the arms of a sympathetic 
and compassionate God. through 
all 
eternity yon will bless Him that in this 
world "there was a sharp rock on the 
one side, and a sharp rock on the other 
side." 


Again, that man is in the crisis of the 
text who has home troubles and outside 
persecution 
at the same time. 
The 
world treats a man well just as long as 
it pays best to treat him well. 
As long 
as it can manufacture success out of 
his bone, and brain, and muscle, it 
favors him. 
The world 
fattens 
the 
horse it wants to drive. 
But let a man 
see it his duty to cross the track of the 
world, then every bush is full of horns 
and tusks thrust at him. 
They will be- 
little him. 
They will caricature 
him. 
They will call his generosity 
self-ag- 
grandizement, and his piety sanctimoni- 
ousness. The very worst persecution will 
some time come upon him from those 
who profess to be Christians. 


John Milton—great 
and good John 
Milton—so forgot himself as to pray, in 
so many words, that his eneniies might 
be eternally thrown 
down 
into 
the 
darkest aud'deepest gulf of hell, and be 
the undermost 
and most dejected aud 
the lowest down vassals of 
perdition! 
And Martin Lidher so far forgot himself 
as to say, in regard to his theological 
opponents: 
"Put 
them 
in 
whatever 
sauce you please, roasted, or fried, or 
baked, or stewed, or boiled, or hashed, 
they are nothing but asses!" 
.\h, 
my 
friends, if 
John 
Milton 
or 
Martin 
Luther could come down to such scur- 
rility, what may you not expect from 
less elevated 
opponents? 
Now, 
the 
world, sometimes takes after them; the 
newspapers take after 
them; 
public 
opinion takes after them; aud the un- 
fortunate man is lied about until all the 
dictionary of Billingsgate is exhausted 
on him. 
You often see a man 
whom 
you know to be good, and pure, and 
honest, 
set upon 
by the world, 
and 
mauled by whole 
communities, while 
vicious men take on a supercilious air 
in condemnation 
of 
him; as 
though 
Lord Jeffreys should write an f ssay on 
gentleness, or Henry VIII. talk about 
purity, or Herod tiike to blessing little 
children. 


Now. a certain amount of per.seoation 
rouses a man's defiance, stirs his blood 
for magnificent battle, and makes him 
fifty times more a man than 
he would 
have been without the persecution. 
So 
it was with the great reformer when ho 
said; 
"I will not be put down; I will be 
heard." 
.Vnd so it was with ilillar<l. the 
preacher, in the time of Louis XI. When 
Louis XI. sent word to him that unless 
he stopped preaching in that style 
he 
would throw him into the river, he re- 
plied: 
"Tell the King that I will reach 
Heaven sooner by Mater than he will 
reach it by fast' horst s." 
A certain 
amount of persecution is a tonic and in- 
spiration, but too much of it. and too 
long continued, becomes the rock Bozez, 
throwing a dark shadow over a man's 
life. 
What is he to do then? 
Go home, 
you say. 
Good advice, that. 
That is 
just the place for a man to go when the 
world abuses him. 
Go home. 
Blessed 
be God for our quiet and sympathetic 
homes. 
But there is many a man who 
has the reputation of having a home 
wlien he has none. 
Through 
unthink- 
inguess or precipitation there are many 
matches made that ought never to have 
been made. 
An officiating priest cannot 
alone unite a couple. 
The Lord Al- 
mighty must proclaim banns. 
There is 
many a home in which there is no hap- 
piness and no good cheer. 
The clamor 
of the battle may not have been heard 
outside, but God knows, 
notwithstand- 
ing all the playing 
of the 
"Wedding 
March" and all the odor of the orange 
blossoms and the benediction of the of- 
ficiating 
pastor, there has been no mar- 
riage. 


Sometimes men have awakened to find 
on one side of them the rock of persecu- 
tion, and on the other side the rock of 
domestic infelicity. 
What shall suchau 
one do? 
Do as Jonathan 
did—climb. 
Get up the heights of (i d's consolation, 
from which we may look down in tri- 
umph 
upon 
outside persecution 
and 
home trouble. 
While 
good and great 
John Wesley was being silenced by the 
magistrates, and having his name writ- 
ten on the board fenci s of London in 
doggerel, at that very time his wife was 
luakirig him as miserable as she could-- 
ac-ting as though sh' were posse.ssed ' 
the devil, as I suppose she was, ne> 
doing him a kindness until the day sli.- 
ran away, so that lie wrote in his diary 
these w<>r<ls: "I did not forsake her; I 
ha^'p not disniissed iier; I will not recall 
her." 
Plant inL; one foot. John 
Wesley 
did. upon outside persecution, and the 
other foot on home trouble, ho climbed 
uj) into the heights of Christian joy.and 
after preaching forty thousand sermons, 
and traveling two hundred und seventy 
thousand miles, reached 
the heights of 
Heaven, though in this world he had it 
hard enough—"a sharp rock on the one 
side, and a sharp rock on the other." 


Again, that woman stands in the crisis 
of the text who has bereavement and a 
struggle for a livelihood at the same- 
time. 
Without 
mentioning names, I 
sj)eak from observation. Ah, it is a hard 
thing for a woman to make an honest 
living, 
even when 
her heart 
is 
not 
troubled, and she has a fair cheek and 
the magnetism of an exquisite presence. 
But now the husband, or the father, is 
dead. 
The expenses of the obsequies 
have absorbed all that was left in the 
savings bank; and wan aud wasted with 
weeping and watching, she goes forth— 
a grave, a hearse, a coffin, behind 
her— 
to contend for her existence and the ex- 
istence of her children. 
When I see 
such a battle as that open I shut my eyes 
at the ghastliness of the spectacle. 
Men 
sit with embroidered slippers and write 
heartless essays about women's wages; 
but that question is made up of tears and 
blood,and there is more blood than tears. 
Oh, give women free access to all the 
K-alms where she can 
get a livelihood, 
from the telegraph office to the puljjit. 
Let men's wages be cut down before hers 
are cut down. 
Men have iron 
in their 
souls and can stand it. 
Make the way 
free to her of the broken heart. 
May

Treatment of Burns. 


In a serious b u m as soon as the 
fire 
is extinguished the clothes must be re- 
moved. 
If not already thoroughly wet, 
the injured part should be 
drenched 
with water and the clothes cut away. 
Everything must be sacrificed to get- 
ting them off without pulling, as the 
slightest dragging brings the skin too. 
If patches of clothes adhere and •will not 
drop off, they must be allowed to re- 
main. 
Dip cloths in a thick solution of 
common baking soda in water, and lay 
them over the burnt .surface, bandaging 
them over lightly to keep in place. 
As 
soon as a dry spot appears on this dress- 
ing, wet it with the soda and water by 
squeezing some on it. 
There will be no 
smarting while it is saturated and ex- 
cludes the air. 
If a nibber sheet is not 
at hand, a piece of oilcloth, a gossamer 
tdoak, or any waterproof article can bo 
spread on the bed with a blanket 
over 
it to receive the sufferer. 
If tlie feet 
are cold, heat should bo applied to them. 
The bed covering sliould be warm 
and 
light. 
A doctor should be sent for as 


1 )n as possible. 
A deep l>uru is much 
. •.->s serious than a superficial one twice 
the size. 
Pain is a good sign iu severe 
burns. 
It shows that there i.s still vital- 
ity to suffer. 


Scalds can be treated in the 
same 
way. 
In slight cases, jiainting the sur- 
face •with thick mucilage will sometimes 
give relief, or pouring oil over it and 
tlien covering it with a coating of 
flour. 
Anything that effectually excludes 
the 
air will relieve the pain. 
Persons suf- 
fering from these accidents should have 
concentrated nourishment. 
The doctor 
will prescribe opiates as needed. 
It is 
not safe for an unprofessional person 
to 
meddle with them.

At his shops in 
Fort Wayne more oar wheels ar(i made 
than in any other single establishment 
in the world. As many more are made 
iu the BaEK shopa at St. iionis and Obi- 
oago. Mr. Basa is also very largely en 
gaged in mining iron in Alabama and in 
the production of pig iron. He is also 
a mannfaotmer of engines, boilers and 
machinery; is one of the heaviest stock 
holders in the Fort Wayne Organ com- 
pany, which employs several hundred 
men and ships organs all over the world; 
has a large interest in the Fort Wayne 
electric light works which make electric 
light plants; is president of the Fort 
Wayne Oity Railway company, and is 
stockholder in a number of banking, 
railroad and manufacturing institutions. 
Probably there is no man in Indiana 
whose business interests are more ex 
tensive or varied, 
in the stveral con- 
cerns conducted by Mr. Basb (not in 
eluding those in which he is simply a 
director or stookholder) about 2,500 men 
are employed, on the average, and al- 
though Mr. Bass has been engaged in 
manufacturing more than twenty-five 
years, during all of which time he has 
been a large employer of labor, he has 
never had any difierences or troubles 
with his employes. There has never 
been a strike or a lookout in any of his 
establishments—a fact which of itself 
speaks volumes for Mr. Bass. 


Tour correspondent called upon Mr. 
Baas to-day and asked him for an ex- 
pression of his views upon the tariff 
question, especially as it bears upon the 
different industries with which he is so 
familiar, some of which are highly "pro- 
tected." Mr. Bass is not an easy man 
to interview; he does not court notoriety 
and is very much disinclined to express 
his views upon any subject for publica- 
tion.

Q.—"Wbat effect, if any, would the 
pa^dsge of the Mills bill have upon the 
industry in which you are engaged?" 


A —**I do not think it would havd any 
bad effects." 


Q.—"Would you mind griving us some 
of; our reasons for this?" 


A.—"Idonotsee ho<v the manafao 
tnre of castings or car wheels could be 
affected in any way by a tariff. We 
ubually make the price for the manu 
factured article at a certain per cent, 
above the cost of the material tbat goes 
into it, and whether that material 
high or low, I do not see that it would 
affect materially the production of that 
ol«f>8 of work." 


Q.—"What advantages or differences 
art there in favor of or against this 
country, in connection with the manu 
facture of oar wheels, as compare;! with 
other countries?" 


A. - "Well, this country is in a ondi 
tion to manufacture a cast-iron oar 
wheel at a very low price. 
Indeed 
there are few cast-iron oar wheels used 
in the world outside of the United 
States. There are a few, especially 
South America and eome 
parts 
Europe. 
But I do not k' ow of any 
manufacturers of cast-iron oar wheels 
outside of the United States and two or 
three concerns in Canada." 


Q.—"Are there any reasons for this 
growing out of the different kinds 
ores, or anything of that kind?" 


A.-' "I do not believe there are many 
places in the world where as good a car 
wheel made of cast-iron could be made 
as in the United States, for the r^ ason 
that we make a very superior iron b re 
smelted with charcoal, and ther^ is very 
little charcoal iron produced elsewhere as 
compared to the quantity prodncpd 
America. 
We have a great m^ i'^ very 
superior ores here, and are en a hi d to 
make an exceedingly strong iron, puit 
able for cast-iron wheels. There are iio 
ores imported into this country out of 
which cast iron wheels conid be made. 
I do not know now where tbere is manu 
factured out of the United States any 
iron that^ think would make good oar 


manufacturing and industrial interests 


the country. The conversation was his report after his return home, one of 


wheels. 
In this country we use cast- 
iron oar wheels almost, if not altogether, 
wbile in Europe they use wronght-iron 
and steel-tired wheels. 
There are some 
steel wheels used in this country now, 
bat comparatively few." 


Q.—' It is a fact, is it not, that Europe 
does not produce at all or to any great 
extent the kind of oar wheels that we 
Uiie in this country, and that thev can 
not very well produce them there?" 


A,—"They are not produced taere at 
all, nor could they produce them out of 
the mateiial that they manmfactnre there 
at present. 


Q.—"I believe, Mr. Bass, yon are in 
terested to some extent in furnaces and 
a few big iron mines in the Alabama 
district." 


A. ~"Tes. 
We make some charcoal 
pig iron in Alabama adapted to the man 
ufacture of oar wheels." 


Q.—"Would you mind stating some 
of ine advantages, if there are any, that 
that region possessea in the production 
of snob iron as that?" 


A.—"In some parts of Alabama there 
are some very superior urea that possess 
a great deal of strength when manufac- 
tured into pig iron, and that also posoees 
the qualities necessary to produce a deep 
and good wearing chill in a car wheei. 
It oan also be produced in that region 
very cheaply, as the ores are very easily 
mined, and the timber out of which 
charcoal is made is very abundant, 
do not know of any place iu the country 
where fine qualities of iron can be manu- 
factured any more cheaply than in Ala- 
bama. 
They also make a very large 
amount of cheaper iron, ver; good fonn 
dry and mill iron, at proi)ably as iow a 
price as it can be produced for elsewhere 
in the Uuited States; I think lower." 


Q.—"How doee the cost of the pro- 
ductinu of iron in Alabama compare 
with the cost of producing ft in England, 
taking into consideration the cost of 
labor, location of ores, and all the ele- 
ments that enter into the cost?" 


A.—"They oan mine ores in this 
country, and particularly in the region 
spoken of, much cheaper than they can 
be mined anywhere in Europe at the 
same cost of labor. 
I think we can 
mine ores in this country, at the price of 
labor here, owing t - the ease with which 
the ore can be obtained, as cheaply us 
they can mine it in almost any other 
country with lower grades of labor. This 
grows out of the fact that elsewhere tbey 
have to delve deep into the earth, as in 
Eogland and Wales, in order to extract 
their ores, as well as their coal, out of 
which they manufacture iron. In those 
countries they make very little charcoal 
iron, owing to the scarcity of timber in 
proTimity to the iron ores. In Alabama 
both the ore and the coal lie rearer the 
surface of the earth, and are very acces- 
sible, while the same lands are cov red 
with timber out of which to make char- 
coal. I was recently brought in contact 
with au expert sent here by an English 
syndicate to investigate the Alabama 
region. I have a report made by him to 
his English principals on his return 
homf. in which he expresses great sur- 
prise at the facility of mining ore through 
this distrier. 
This being bis first visit 
to Alabama or to any of the mtuing re 
gioDS of this country, he seemed greatly 
surprised, and so expressed himself in 


follows: 
Question—"! suppose, Mr. Bass, you 
have given some attention to the Mills 
bill, about which something is said now- 
dayst" 


which reports he sent me. The EoRlish 
expert to whom I have before referred 
visited the section of Alabama where my 
intereets are located, and in a report 
submitted after his examination made 
the following statement: 


fnmace, and consist of xi<di brown kid- 
ney hematttc, and extend amass the 
property for five or six miles long and 
from one-half to three quarters of a mile 
wide Kud to a great depth. 
I made a 
calculation tbat gives millions of tons of 
valuable ore that will work at least sixty 
pet cent, in the fnmace, and that will 
never require going more than 160 feet 
deep." He added: *'There are com- 
panies in Alabama making iron that 
would be called first-class, and I find 
that to market a part of it, say one 
sqnare mile 150 feet deep, will amount, 
at one shilling per ton royalty, to up- 
ward of 4,000,000 pounds sterling, all 
being taken from open cuts, free from 
all expense of mining or sintog shafts." 


Q.—"Gould not similar statements be 
made of considerable bodies of mineral 
ores in the south?" 


A.—"Yes." 
Q.—"Then the statements made by 
th](4 expert are true in substance as to 
large bodies ot mineral land in the 
sontb?" 


A. —"Ye«, iu many purts of tbe Houth. 
Georgia, 
lenciseef and other states 
have large ore beds." 


Q. —"Bow does the cost of mining 
ore in the re^-iou named in Alabama 
comparr! with tne cost of mining ore in 
England and Waies?" 


A.—"i am not enirely familiar with 
the cost of mining ores in England and 
Wales, but they would have to mine it 
at an exceedingly small cost if it is done 
as cheaply in those oonntries as in Ala- 
bama. 
We oan mine ores iu Alabama 
at a cost of from 76 cent' to $1 per ton 
put on wagons or tram roads at tbe 
mines. 
Of course, the cost laid down 
at the furnace would be governed some- 
what by the distance from the mine and 
tbe facilitied yon bE^re for getting it to 
the furnace. 
At our o^u furnace jard 
we estimate the cost of ore at $1.26 a 
ton. 
There are other parts of AUbucia 
that certainly mine tbe ore as cheaply, 
and particularly where thuy make a low- 
er grade of iron. 
vVe are producing pi« 
iron of a very high grade oa less than 
two tons of ore to a toa of iron. 
Tbe 
cost of trasportaiion, coLiveyiug the iron 
to marketable pomts iu .lie jjorth and 
west ¡8 between $4 and 65 ; er ton aud 
lesH than $4 ti.» easteru 
marketnble 
points, the m irket price of rhia irou be 
iiig at preseut from 826 to $¿8 per ton 
Of courae, we conM proiUic« oofce iron 
for a great deal less mou^y ahculd we 
wish to run our furcaot» ou that class 
of iron. 
Others claim to be producing 
it at Birmingham, Ala., from $9 to SIO 
per ton, and I am oonfideat wa uan pro- 
duce it at our place as chopiy as at 
Bitmingham or at any other place in the 
country. 
Of course coke iron is not 
worth as much in the market as char 
coal iron, but you also understand that 
it can be produced very much cheaper. 


Q.—"is it not the fact that tbe ore : 
nea r the surface ef the earth and in 
close proximity to the timber, limestone 
and bituminous coal in the state'of Ala 
bama?" 


A.—"Yes, and it would seem to me 
that with all these advantages in the 
way of mining both the ore and the coal 
and in the possession of timber to make 
charcoal, as well as the proximity and 
acoessibiiity of the limestone necessary 
to be need, that we possess all the ad- 
vantages for making iron as cheaply as 
any oi her conntry, notwithstandiut; any 
disparity that may exist In the matter of 
wages. 
There is another point about 
this tbat people do not fully understand 
an J apv reoiatti, and that is that the irou 
*e tuMunfaoture in this couatry is very 
much superior to any iron that 
is 
shipped in here from Great Britain. 
It 
is very muob superior and sells for 
more money in the market. I refer par 
ticularJy to Great Britain for the reason 
that the most of the iron imported into 
the United States comes from that coun- 
try " 


Q.—"Then, that being the fact, does 
the tariff have the effect of keeping out 
a competition that would be destructive 
nr dangerous to the iron interests of 
Alabama—it being the fact that we pro- 
duce superior iron and that we have 
those advantages? 
I speak with refer- 
ence to t ie production of ore only." 


A. — " \¥hlle I do not approve of the 
entire removal of the tariff on iron, it 
having been already cut down to a very 
low point, yet, if some further reduction 
were made. I do not believe it would 
havci the effect of stopping any furnaces 
in this country. On the contrary, I 
h ive alwa.; s felt that an excessively high 
tar ff produced a disturbance in busi- 
ness at times that was injurious to man 
nf'icturers rather t an 
beneficial to 
them. I think the tariff on all things 
sboald be cnt^ down to a point that would 
barely compensate for any differences 
tbat might exist in the cost of produc 
tion." 


Q.—"What has been the result of 
your observation of the effect of the 
tariff upon the iron and steel interests of 
the oountry?" 


A. —"For many years the tariff on 
iron has been comparative y low. On 
steel it has been much high r. I think 
the tariff on steel rails has been for years 
very much higher than was necessary or 
prufitablH to the producers of st"el in 
this country. 
For inatauce, iu 1879-80 
there waH a very active demand tor btejl 
rails, there being a great m>iny new rail- 
roads in progress of constrnction at that 
timo, and also a very large am unt of 
stee! rails riubstituted for iron r^ils ou 
the older roads, and it made an extraor- 
dinary demand for the steel. The rec«ult 
of this was the establishment of a num- 
ber of large steel mills and an increase 
in the capacity of those already rnnniag 
almo!tt double their former capacity, 
resultiug very soon in the failure of one 
or two, and the shutting down of others, 
lookin;^ up a large amount of capital for 
number of years, as the facilities for 
producing s eel rails were very much iu 
excess of the requirements of this ooun • 
try. 
The facts are that steel rails wore 
protected by a tariff of $28 a ton. In 
tills competition there wert) large quanti- 
ties of steel rails sold at $S8 a ton. I do 
not see the use of protec ting an article 
to a point equal to the cost of production 
in this country. The result which has 
followed in this instance is the usual one 
wheru there has been an over-stimulated 
production. 
If the manufacturers of 
steel rails had been content to allow for- 
eign importations, particularly to supply 
that extraordinary but temporary de- 
mand arising from the revival of railroad 
building, the final results, in my opin* 
ion, would unquestionably have been 
more beneficial to the steel rail interests 
ot the country." 


Q.—"As a general rule or priniple, do 
you regard it as wise to admit the raw

ales to snoh a point that would neeessar 
ily largely inerease the amount of labor 
required, and would really be a benefit 
to the labor of the eountry, as well as to 
the manufaetorer." 


B.—"What effect in general do yon 
think the tariff has upon the rate of 
wages for waue-eamenr' 


A.—"I don't think It has any effect 
upon the price of labor, as that is KO^ 
emed entirely by supply and demand. 
The turiff (where it is ezoessive) seems 
only to increase the profits of the mana- 
factorer. as he will always purchase his 
labor at the lowest p.<doe that he can, in 
any event. II a reduction in the tariff 
woald have any material effect it might 
be tbia: By enabling ns to manufacture 
more goods than are required bj the 
United hiatef), and shippiug them into 
foreign markets, it might produce a de 
mand for labor that would naturally in- 
crease wiges. Our labor in this country 
ifl higher, perhaps, than it is in some 
foreign countries, particularly the older 
countries, but that may be expected for 
a great mam^ years to come, growing 
out of the f ictthat we are a new country, 
nnd haveso miay means of employing 
people that they expect, and can always 
eommand higher wages than where the 
demand is less. 
The general tendency 
of any policy which woald cheapen raw 
materials, or place our manufacturers on 
a taore nearly equal footing with their 
foreign rivals, -^rouid tie to enlarge our 
markets instead of keeping a Oninese 
waK around the counfary, and would 
thereby increase the demand for our 
labor. 
As the 
demand for labor 
increases, of oonrse wages advance." 


Q.—"Fort Wayne is quite a considera- 
ble manufacturing city, is it not?" 
A.—"Yes, it is " 
Q.—«'From your knowledge of the 
commodities that are mauufaotured in 
Fort Wayne, what injurious effect, if 
any, would the passage of the Mills bill 
have upon any of the manufacturing in- 
terests nf Fort Wayne?" 


A.—"1 can't see tbat it would have 
any injurious effects upon any interests 
in this city." 


Q.—"There pre several large manu- 
facturers of wood for wagons, buggies, 
etc., and a large amount of lumber is 
consumed here, is there not." 
A.—"Yes." 
Q.—" Vouldthe admission of timber 
free cr placing it on the free list help or 
hurt that industry?" 


A.—"I don't see that it would have 
any effect upon it. 
There are in Fort 
Wayne, and have been for two or three 
years, the representatives of two or three 
large firms in England and Scotland, 
purchasing and shipping lumber to that 
country. 
1 do not see how it would be 
possible to ship any timber in here from 
foreign countries. 
Q.—"How about Canada?" 


Wehave better timber than they 
have in Canada, and more of it, and 
therefore we would use our own in pref- 
erence to Oanadiau timber, although I 
think it would be desirable to u&e 
Canadian timber and let our forests 
alone." 


Q.—"Have you experienced any dif- 
ficalty in the way of strikes regarding 
tbe question of the amount of wages?" 


A.—"No, sir; we have never had a 
strike in our works on the price of 
labor " 


Q.—"Is competition unrestricted in 
the car-wheel business, or are you in a 
trost?" 


A.<—"We are not in any trust; compe- 
tition is unrestricted." 


In conclusion Mr. Bass spoke in the 
highest terms of the Cleveland adminis- 
tration, which he regards as wise, pat- 
riotic, conservative and safe.

The children of the upper clas-^es.-I find, 
are educated liy tutors and governesses till 
they are suftlcicntly advanced to enter the 
univtjrsity. 
There' is scarcely a family of 
wealth or position in lUiss/a wJiich does not 
have at l<;ast one teacher in the household, 
and in m a n y families there are both English 
a n d French govenicsses or tutors. 
Thore is 
scarcely a child of 10 years in uny of the 


the imperial cabinet, h a s autocratic power, 
like all the Czar's officials, and tries to pre- 
vent the dissemination 
of 
revolutionary 
doctrines in the schools, it is difUcult for 
him to obtain as teachers m e n of thouerht 
and 
education without 
opinions 
of their 
own. 
The faculties for the m o s t part 
are 
composed of political sycophants and 
re- 
ligious fanatics who believe 
in the divine 
origin of the empire and the inspiration of 
the Czar, or else they are m e n who are will- 
ing to 
suppress 
their 
independence 
of 
thought and action for fear of Siberia, or for 
the sake of the generous salaries they 
re- 
ceive. 


It is not only ditilcult. but impossible, how- 
over. to keep nihilism out of the universities, 
and every year h u n d r e d s of students, 
and 
maybe a professor or two. are sent to air 
their liberalism 
on the

hibited 
iiuestiotis and

istrative system." 
The very fact that such

them poiniiar, and draws into the conspira- 
cies boys who have no desire to ir;insgri'ss 
law or defy aiitlioriiy.

That is the story of 
half the clubs ihat are innocently organized 
at first, and the 
fate of many young men 
who k.riginally did not care whether they 
lived under a despotism or a republic, but 
were led into treason by a boyisli fondness 
for mystery and miilnigiit 
meetings. 


How t h e Stii<I<iiits Are llsed. 


The nihilistic conspirators use the stii- 
ileiils to great advantage as cats' paws to 
pull their chestnuts out of the fire. 
The 
universities are tlie depositories of socialis- 
tic liti-ratlire, left with young men who bavo 
liceii Hattered by the conlldence of a politi- 
cal exile, and wli<> take charge of the «locii- 
menfs without knowing their danger in do- 
ing so. 
The boys in the r-hemieal classes 
furnish the conspirators with material 
for 
their bombs and assist in their construction, 
without realizing tJie measure of the crime 
tliey com 
wit. 


But in all the universities, wherever stu- 
dents are in the habit«if gathering, there 
are thos<! who siiicertdy ludieve in the doc- 
trines of socialism, anddeliberatelyu-ssist in 
€(»nspiraeies from motive« of patriotism or 
veugeance. as most of their companions do 
for f«are-(le.viltry. 
These are, howtiver.com- 
paratively few in number, and are 
ttn'nom) 
or t h e brothers of polith'al exiles, of men 
who have suiTeri'd for oj)iiiion's sake, justly 
or u n j u s f i j . and whose friends and relatives 


ivo for revenge. 
The most of the y o u n g 
men who gnvduated from the 
universities 
into the prisons are reckless fellows who 
have been drawn into treason from the lovo 
of mysteries and the natural penchant for 
doing that which is forbidden. 


T h e A g e of Nihilists. 


The discovery of every nihilist plot, the 
arrest of every group of conspirators, 
in- 
volves more or less membf^rs of the 
uni- 
versities. 
Whenever the police m a k e a haul 
of nihilists, about three-fourths of the Ush 
in their net are students, youngsters from 
19 to 25 years of age. 
The statistics of po- 
litical crimes show that 95 per 
cent, are 
committed by men under 30. and over one- 
fourth by those who have not reached the 
legal age. mere 
boys. 
The 
last batch of 
p<diti«-al prisoners that was tried consisted 
of forty-two men under 25. thirty-seven who 
were between 25 and 30. aiul only six who 
were over 
years of age! 
One was ,50. a 
cashiere<l ofl[lcer of the a r m y ; another 
was 
47. a profe.s.sor in the nniversity; while the 
rest were discharged emjiloyi's of the (iov- 
ernment. who hiul done the planning 
and 
used the students as the tools of their re- 
veng<'. 


I'iie police, understanding the 
situation, 
naturally keep a clost; wat<'h upon the 
uni- 
ver.sities. and hii\e their spies among 
the 
students. 
It is there that they get the most 
iinport.int infoj-mation. the clews which lejul 
to the discoveries of conspiracies. 
A boy 
who is timid, ¡uid 
lacks self-control, 
can 
easily be indui'cd to disclose the secrets of 
the socii'ties to which he belongs, especi.'iliy 
whi-n (iromi.sed pi-otection and assured of 
secrecy: and that boy. W I K M I the snares of 
the police are once coiled around him. will 
never he anything e.Lse than a sjiy.

The sad intelligence of the death of 
Hon. Christian Parker, the oldest {do- 
neer resident of this county, reaehed the 
city this morning. 
The old hero of 
early times passed away at 10 o'clock 
last nignt at his home, in St. Joe town- 
ship, alter a brief illness, oonsfctjuent on 
old age. 


Four children survive Mr. Parker. 
They are Bamnel C. Parker, of Branoh 
county, Mich.; Frances C. Parker, of 
Hinksville Ohio; Mrs. Caroline Halter, 
of Hicksville, 
Ohio, and Oliver P. 
Parker, who resides in the family home 
stead in this county. 


The funeral will occur Monday after- 
noon, at 2 o'clock from the family home 
in St. Joe township. 
The interment 
will be at St. Joe chapel under the 
auspices of Wayne Lodge F. and A. M. 
Rev. A. A. Saxton, pastor of the Bluffton 
Universalist church, will conduct the 
religious exercises. 


Blr. Parker was bom in Preble county, 
Ohio. September 11,1807, and was there- 
fore closing his eighty first year. 


His ancestors were English. Amariah 
Parker, his grand-father, was one of the 
revolutionary soldiers, and was one of 
that memorable company that pitched a 
cargo of tea into the Boston harbor. 
He fought with three of his brothers in 
in taat w r for independence. 


Jacob Parker, father of the subject of 
this sketch, waa a soldier under Gen. 
Anthony Wayne and again went into 
le war of 1812, finally settling in 
eble county, Ohio, where Christian 
was bom. 


During 
Christian's early boyhood, 
situated as they were, remote from 
schools and churches, his attendance at 
the same was necessarily limited, bat 
the mental and moral rudiments thus 
acquired, proved, in after years, the 
foundation for a grander development. 
They magnified into a noble manhood, 
posseesing a rich fand of knowledge, 
the frnits, indeed of patient years in 
home culture. Constant manual labor, 
too, in the woods of his native county, 
developed the physical man, fitting him 
well for the hardships of pioneer life in 
Allen county. 


He cnt his way into the wilds of St. 
^Joseph township, in the month of Octo- 
ber, 1838, and there fixed his abode, 
eelecting and purchasing a piece of land 
on section twent', during the ensuing 
winter, and before 
the 
month 
of 
Febraary, he had hewn the logs and 
completed a comfortable cabin, ready 
for its occupants. Like others of his 
time, he came, hoping that among its 
cheap laiids he might find a home 
whereon patient toil would yield greater 
results than in the older settlements. 
And this motive was well founded. Each 
year witnessed new improvements and 
new purchases. Thus he bought and 
sold, while increase in value was fast 
gaining him wealth; and thus he provi- 
ded for the declining years of life, and 
for his children who might survive him. 


Time paesed on, he reared a family. 
The dreadful war of 1861 came, when 
three of his sons, with aior which had 
characterized their forefathers, volun- 
teered their services in the army for the 
union, and they were immediately fol- 
lowed by Lis two son-in-laws and six 
nephews, 
One son. one son-in-law and 
the hix nephews, fell in their devotion to 
the fiag of their country, the honor of 
which they songht to maintain. 
Mr. 
Parker, although disqualified by age for 
the duties of a soldier, yet was an active 
friend to the nnion cause, using his time, 
infinence and money to encourage en- 
listment. The sncceesfnl termination of 
the war was joyonsly hailed, and yet it 
left a void at his hearthstone and an 
aching in his heart, which even the heal- 
ing influences of time have btien unable 
to assuage. 


He has always been a prominent 
member of the community in which he 
oust his lot. In 1834, he was choaen to 
fill the office of justice of the peace for 
bis township, nontinuiug in the same 
four years. 
In 1844, he was elected to 
serve as county commissioner, and, in 
the same year, as the whig candioate, 
waa elected representative to the state 
legislature, 
being 
re-elected to the 
same four duccessive terms, up to 1849. 


Prior to his removiil to Alieu couuty, 
on Jane 18, 1829, he was united in 
marriage to 
Miss 
Rachel 
Caesell, 
daughter of Henry Caedell, Eaq., a 
pioneer farmer, also of Preble county, 
Ohio. She was horn August 1, 1807, in 
Wythe county, Va. The tie that tx>und 
two loving heart i was severed on the 
14th day of Febraary. 1879, when faith- 
II.1 
companion and loving 
mothHt 
crossed to those brighter shores. 


Mr. Parker's life has been marked by 
the Btrictest integrity, both in public 
and private affairs, and no one enjoyed 
more fully the esteem and confidence of 
his f 'How 
men.

ttAKlSED WIRE FENCES. 


Iii the minds of many farmers it has 


become a settled fact tliat barbed wire 
fences ore a great damage to the coun- 
try. 
They come to this conclusion, be- 


cause they have lost valuable aniuialsor 
had them seriously hurt by wire fences. 
Tlit're is no doubt but that there have 
been animals, especially young horses, 
hurt upon or in consequence of wire 
fences, but to make a wholesale con- 
demnation of them, seems unfair, to say 
the least. 


Are there not ways by which this ob- 


jection (and it is the only objection wo 
have ever heard raised,) to wire fences 
may be overcome? 


Wo submit the following, taken from 


an exchange, to the careful attention of 
those who oppose barbed wire fouws: 


Much is to be said in farm- of barbed 


wire. 
Its invention came at a time 


wlieu a need was felt for n cheap, dura- 
ble, and eflicient fence for large farms 
and tracts in the newer portions of the 
country. In many ways it has proved a 
great blessing to pioneer farmers and 


Wo have the fence by the hundreds of 


thousands of miles, and there is nbreudy 
and cheap substitute for it. 
The ques- 


tion is not how to get rid of it, BO much 
as to see if something may not bo done 
to prevent or mitigate tho evils attend- 
ing its use. In the vase of horses the 
trouble chiefly lies in it» invisibility. To 
overcome this about the best contrivance 
w« Iwvo wen i» to saw a common fence 
fount, a thinner board will do, into nar- 
row strips, nttiich them to the top wire 
by a staple hear each end, so they, will 
hang under thy wire, swinging between 
tho i>ottts. 
IiiHti-ad of this some fanm-nt 


substitute a small i»olo for the top wire. 
Another plan, suggested at a recent 
fanner*' inKtituto, is to plow a furrow 
noit tlio fence on tho pasture side, then 
turn and throw a furrow the other way. 
This gives the nppcarunco of a ditch or 
sumo other obstruction, and the 
IHH-HUH 


in their playfuhiLVM will refrain from a 
leap, or be deterred from 
run n ing 


against tlio wire. 


Another thing, if properly attended 


to, will often prevent injury. 
That is 


to keep the wire taut at all tiraw. Tho 
sagging of wires is a great source of 
mischief, animals of all kind* getting 
tho idea that they can crawl through be- 
tween tho wirvs. 
In attempting this 


they often get terribly lacerated in the 
abdomen or hind legs. 
Again, many 


fences are badly constructed at tho out- 
set. 


Because a wire fence in cheap, too 


many try to make it too cheap, 
UKO 


care in putting it up, and \vliero the m- 
closiu-0 is snmllor for horses, it may pay 
to use- nemo of the safeguards men- 
tioned. — Farm, Field, and Stockman,

The World Fattens the Horse It Want- to 


Driv.-Home Trouble* - Outride 


Tho Rev. Dr. T. De Witt Talmage 


preached at tbe Brooklyn Tabernacla 
and took for his subject, "Trouble on 
Both Sidea," and his text, -"There was a 
sharp rock on tho one side, and a sharp 
rock on the other side." I. Sam., xix, 1. 


Tho cruel army of the Philistines must 


be taken niid senttered. There is jnst 
one man. accompnnietlby his bodyguard, 
to do that thing. Jonathan is the hero 
of -the scene. I know that David 
cracked the skull of the giant with a 
few pebbles well sluiig, end that SOU 
GidcouitcB scattered 10,000 Amalokites 
by tho crash of broken, crockery; but 
hero IB a more wonderful conflict. Yon- 
der aro tho Philistines on the rock. 
Hero is Jonathan with his bodyguard iu 
the valley. Ontheouo side is a rock 
called Bozez; on the other side is a rock 
called Scneh. Theso two were as fa- 
mous in olden times us in modern times 
are Plymouth Bock and Gibraltar. Thoy 
wero precipitous, unscalable, and sharp. 
Botw«on these two rucks Jonathan must 
make his ascent. The day comes for tho 
scaling of tho height. Jonathan, on his 
hands and feet, begins the ascent. With 
strain, and Blip, niid bruise, I suppose, 
but still on and up, first goes Jonathan, 
and then goes his bodygunrtl. Bozez 


a sharp tug, and push, and clinging, I 
gee tho head of Jonathan above the hole 
in tho mountain: nud there is a chal- 
lenge, and a fight, and a supernatural 
consternation.

name time. Niuc-tonthB of all our mvr- 
chuntH capsize in business lioforo they 
come to forty-five years of ago. There 
is Roiiiu collision iu commercial circles, 
and they stop payment. It seems as if 
ovory man must put his namo on tho 
back of a note before ho learns what a 
fool a man is who risks all hia own prop- 
erty 011 the prospect that eomo man will 
tell tho truth. It soomv QK if a man must 
hftvo n largo nmonut of unsalable goods 
on his own shelf before he karns how 
much easier it is to buy than to Bell. II 
sccras as if OTWV man must be completely 
burned ontboioroho lonrnstho Impor- 
Unco of alway* keeping fully insuro.l. 
Itscnmitaa if every mnn ituiHt bo wrecked 
in a financial tempest boforo be learns 
to keep things snug in caso of a sudden 
cnroclydon. 
Whon the calamity does 


eomo, it is awful. Tho mail goes home 
in despair, nud ho tolU hia family: 
"We'll linvo to go to tho poor- house." 
Ho takes a dolorous view pi everything. 
It seemn as if ho never could rise. But 
a little time pusses, and he nays: "Why, 
I am not so badly off iiftor all; I havo my 
family left." 


Before tho Lord turned Adam ont of 


Parndino ho gave him Evo, so that when 
to lost Paradise he could stand it. Per- 
mit one who hits nevor read hut a few 
novels in all his life, nnd who ban not a 
great donl of romance in his composition) 
to say, that if, when a man's fortunes 
fail, ho hns ti good wife— a good Chris- 
tian wife — ho ought not to be despond- 
ent. "Oh," yon nuy, "that only increases 
tho embarrassment, since you hava her 
also to talco caro of." You nre tin inyrato, 
for tho woman ns often KiipporU tho man 


man may bring nil ttio doUiirs, but tho 
woman generally brings thd courage and 
•tho faith in'God.

pcculiar, and irritable, cxcuso thorn. 
Thoy had two troubles, either ouo ' of 
irhich they could havo met successfully. 
If, whon the health wont, the fortune 
had been retained, it would not have 
bcou so -bad. 
Tho man could have 


bought the very host medical advice and 
he could havo had the very beat attend- 
ance,, and long lines of carriages would 
have stopped at the front door to inquire 
as to his welfare. But poverty on the 
one sido and sickness on tho other nra 
Bozoz nud Sonoh, and they interlock 
their shadows nndldrop thorn upon tho 
Koor man's way. Clod'hclp hiiaf "There 


i a sharp rock on the ono sido, and n 


sharp rock on the other side." 


Now, what is such r. man to do? In 


tho namo of Almighty God, I will tell 
him what to do. Do ns Jonathan did— 
climb; climb up into tho sunlight of 
God's favor nml consolation, I can go 
through the churches mid show you 
men who lost .fortune and health at tho 
Kfimo time, nnd yet who sing all day and 


ntiy idea fhnt flouud digestion, and 
steady nerves, nnd clcnr oycuight, and 
good hearing, nnd plenty of friends are 
nocoRSiiry to mnke n man happy, you 
Imvo iniHcalcnlnlud. I suppose

ovorlmiiRiiiK rot-ks only made 


Jonathan scramble the harder aud tho 
faster to get up nnd out intn tho sun- 
light; and this combined slu.low of in- 


tins often sent a man up tho quicker into 
tho sunlight of Guds favor and the 
noonday of his glorious promises. It is 
a difficult thing for a m»n to fuel his 
dependence upon God when he has 
$1U,OUO in the bank, and $50,000 iu gov- 
ernment securities, and n block of stores 
and three ships. "Well," the mail says 
to himself, "it is silly for me to pray, 
'Give me this day my daily bread,' when 
my pantry is full, and the canals from 
tho west aro crowded with breadstuffs 
destined for my storehouses." Oh. my 
friends, if the combined misfortunes 
nnd disasters of life bare made yon 


and compassionate God, through all 
eternity you will bless Him that in this 
world "there was a sharp rock on the 
one side, und a sharp rock on thu other 
side." 


Again, that man is in the crisis of the 


text who has homo troubles aud outside 
persecution at tho enme time. 
Tho 


world treats a man well just as long as 
U pays heat to treat him well. As long 
as if can manufacture success out of 
his bone, and brain, nud muscle, it 
favors him. 
The world fattens the 


horse it wants to drive. But let a mnn 
see it his duty to cross the track of the 
world, then everv bush is full of horns 
and tusks thrust at him.

puritv, or Herod take to blessing little 
children.

for magnificent battle, nnd makes him 
fifty times more n man than ho would 
havo been without the persecution.

It was with tho great reformer whon ho 
said- "I will not be put down; I will ho 
heard." Aud rto it was with Millnrd, tho 
preacher, in the time of Louis XL When 
Louis XL sent word to him thnt unless 
he stopped preaching in that style ho 
would throw him into tho river, ho re- 
plied: -Tell the King that I will ronch 
HCIITCU sooner by water than ho will 
reach it by fast horses."

amount of penecotion is a tonic nnd in- 
spiration, bat too mueh of it, nnd too 
long continued. bocotnoMtho rock BOZOK, 
throwing A dark shadow over a man's 
life. What is he to do then? Go home, 
you say. Good advice, thnt.

world abuscH him. Go homo. Blessed 
ho God for oar quiet nnd sympathetic 
homes. But there is mnny a mnn who 
has tlio reputation of having a homo 
when ho has none.

Tho clamor 
of the battle may not hnvo boon heard 
outside, but God known, notwithstand- 
ing nil tho playing of tho "Wedding 
Starch" and nil tho odor of tho orange 
blossoms and tbe benediction of tho of- 
ficiating pastor, there has been no mar- 
riage.

have not ditmmKCd her; I will not recall 
her." Planting one loot, John Wesley 
did, upon outside persccutiou, nnd tho 


up into tho heights of Christian joy,nnd 
nt'tcr preaching forty thousand sonuons, 
nnd traveling two hundred innd seventy 
thousand miles, reached the heights of 
Heaven, though in this world ho hnd U 
hard enough— "n sharp rock on the one 
sido, aud a sharp rock on tho other." 


Again, thnt woman stands in the crisis 


of tho text who hns bereavement nnd d 
struggle for a livelihood nt the snme- 


spenk from observation. Ah, it is a hard 
thing for a woman to make 'an honest 
living, even whon her heart is not 
troubled, nnd she has a fair cheek and 
tho magnetism of nn exquisite presence. 
But now the husband, or the father, ia 
dead. Tho 'expenses of tho obsequies 
havo absorbed nil that wns left in the 
savings bank; nnd wan und wnstcd with 


n gravo, nhenrse, ncofliu, behind her — 
to contend for her existence nnd the ox- 
istenco of her children. 
When I see 


such a battle ns thnt open I shut my eves 
at the ghnstliness of the spectacle, aton 
git with embroidered slippers andwrito 
heartless essays about women's wages; 
but thnt question is mndoup of tenrs nnd 
blood, and thoro is moroblood than tears.

Treatment of Burns. 


In A eorions burn aa soon as tlio fire 


is oxtinffnitthod tbo clothes must bo re- 
moved. If not already thoroughly wet, 
tho injured part aliould be drenched 
with water and the clothes out away. 
Everything must bo sacrificed to get- 
ting thorn off without pulling, as tho 
slightest dragging brings tho akin too. 
If patches of clothes adhere and will not 
drop off, they must bo allowed to re- 
main. I)ip cloths in a thick solution of 
common baking soda in water, and lay 
thorn over tho burnt surface, bandaging 
them over lightly to keep in place. As 
soon as a dry spot appears on this dress- 
ing, wet it witli the soda and water by 
squeezing some on it. There will bo no 
smarting while it is saturated and ex- 
cludes tlio HIT. If a rubber sheet ia not 
at hand, a piece of oilcloth, a gossamer 
cloak, or any waterproof article can bo 
spread on the bed with a blanket over 
it to receive tho sufferer. 
If tho feet 


are cold, hcnt should bo applied to them. 
Tho bed covering should ba warm and 
light. A doctor should be sent for as 


»m as possible. A deep bum is much 


,,^3 Horious than a superficial ono twice 
the size. Pain is a good sign in severe 
burns. It shows tlmt there is still vital- 
ity to suffer. 


Scalds can bo treated in tho same 


way. In alight cages, painting tho sur- 
face with thick mucilage will sometime* 
give relief, or pouring Oil over it and 
then covering it with a coating of flour. 
Anything that effectually excludes tho 
nir will relieve the pnin. 
Persons suf- 


fering from these accidents should have 
•concentrated nourishment. Tho doctor 
will prescribe opiates aa needed.

not safe for an unprofessional person to 
meddlo with them.

tured into pig iron, and that also poMeu 
tbe qulltiw Decenary to produce a deep 
aod good wearing chill in a oar wheat 
It oan alao be produced in that region 
Tery cheaply, M the om are very eaailjr 
mined, aud the timber oat of which 
oharooal ii made is Tery abundant, 
do not know of any place Iu the oonotry 
where fine qaalttfei of Iron can be manu- 
factured any more cheaply than In Ala- 


ia. 
They also make a vary large 


amount of cheaper iron, very good foun- 
dry and mill iron, at probably aa low a 
price aa It can be produced for •laewhere 
iu the United States; I think lower." 


Q.—"How doea the ooat of the pro* 


dDfltlna 'of Iron In Alabama compare 
with the ooit of prodaelng Itln England, 
taking Into oonifderatlon the cost ol 
labor, location of ores, and all the ele- 
ments that enter into the oost?" • 


A.—"They oan mine ores in this 


oonntry, and particularly ia the region 
spoken of, mnoh cheaper than they oan 
be mined anywhere in Europe at the 
same ooat of labor. 
I think we can 


mine orea in this country, at tbe price of 
labor here, owing t? the ease with whioh 
tbe ore oan be obtained, aa cheaply' us 
they can mine it in almost any other 
oonntry with lower grade* of labor. Thia 
growa out of the fact that elsewhere tLay 
have to delve deep into the earth; aa in 
England and Wales, in order to extract 
their ores, aa well as their coal, ont ol 
whioh they mannfaetnre iron. In those 
countries they make very little oharoonl 
iron, owing to the scarcity of timber in 
proTimlty to the iron oiea. In Alabama 
both tbe ore and the ooal lie nearer the 
surface of the earth, and are Tety acces- 
Bible, whilo the same lands are covered 
with timber oat of which'to make char- 
coal. I was recently brought in contact 
with au ogpart sent here by an Engliflh 
syndicate to investigate the Alabama 
region. I have a report made by him to 
his English principals on his return 
homo, in which he expresses great oar- 
prise at the facility of mining ore throngh 
thia dfetriet. 
Thin being bis flrat visit 


to Alabama or to any of the mining re • 
pionfl of this country, he seemed greatly 
Hiirprlned, and ao expressed himself in 
his report after hb return home, one of 
which reports be sent me. The English 
expert to whom I have before referred 
vialkd tbe section of Alabama whore my 
intorcflto are located, and in a report 
anbmittcd after hta examination made 
the following statement: 


•The ore beds are in the locality of the 


furnace, and coofllet of rich brown kid- 
uoy bemuttte, and extend acioaa tbe 
jr->porty for tivo or six-miles long and 
Erom bun-unit to throe quarters of a mile 
wide mid to a great depth. 
I made a 


o-ilunlntiun tbat gives millions of tons of 
valuable ore that will work at least Bixty 
f>er cent, in tbe (nrnaco, and that will 
never require going more than 160 feet 
deep." He added: "There are com- 
panies in Alabama making iron that 
would be called, fint-olflBa, and I find 
that: to market a part of It, aay one 
eqnare mile 160 feet deep,•will amount, 
at one shilling per ton royalty, to up- 
ward of 4,000,000 pound* sterling, all 
being taken from open onto, free from 
all expense of mining or sinking snalto."

Q.—"How doea tbe coat of mining 


ore in the region named in Alabama 
ootupflrd with the coat of mining ore in 
England and WalebT" 


A.—"I am ttot entirely familiar wirh 


theooetof mining ores in England and 
Wales, bat they would bave to mine It 
at an exceedingly small ooat if It is done 
as cheaply in those countries M in Ala- 
bama. 
We oan minn ores in Alabama 


at a cost of from 76 cents to $1 per ton 
put on wagons or tram roads at tbe 
mines. 
Ol coarse, tbe ooet laid down 


at tbu furnace would be governed some- 
what by the distance from the mine und 
tbe faoilftiea you haSe for getting it to 
the furnace.

Q.—"Then, that being the fact, doea

of thifl was the establishment of a num- 
ber of large steel mills and an Increase 
in tho capacity of those already running 
to almost doable their, former capacity, 
retaking very soon In the failure of one 
or two, and the shutting down of others, 
locking up a large amount of capital for 
n'nnmhor of years, as the faollitina for 
prodnoing H eel rails were very much iu 
excess of the requirements of this conn- 
try. The facts are that steel rails wore 
protected by a tariff of $28 a ton. In 
tills competition there went large quanti- 
ties of steel rails sold at £38 a ton. I do 
not see the ase of protecting an article 
to a point eqaal to the cost of production 
In this country. Tho result which- haa 
followed fn this instance is the usual one 
whoru there haa been an over-atimnlated 
production. If 
the manalaoturers of 


steel rails had been content to allow for- 
eign Importations, particularly to supply 
that extraordinary bat temporary de- 
mand arising from the revival of railroad 
building, the final results, in my opin- 
ion, 
wonld unquestionably have been 


more beneficial to the steel rail interests 
of 'tie country."

Anthony Wayne and again went Int 
the war of 1812, finally settling In 
Preble connty, Ohio, where Christian 
was bom. 


Dnring Christian's early boyhood 


situated as they were, remote from 
schools and churches, his attendance a 
theaame was necessarily limited, to 
the mental and moral rudiments thus 
acquired, proved, in alter years, th 
foundation for a grander developmen 
They magnified Into a noble manhoo( 
possessing a rich fund of knowledge 
the fruits, indeed of patient years i 
home culture. Constant manual labor 
too, in the woods ol hia native oonnty 
developed the physical man, fitting htm 
well for the hardships of pioneer lite In 
Allen county. 


He cut his way Into the wilds of St. 


Joseph township. In the month of Onto 
her, 1831, and then filed his abode, 
selecting and pureuaelng a piece ol Ism 
on section twent*-, during the ensuing 
winter, and before 
the 
month o 


February, he had hewn tbe fogs aoi 
completed a comfortable cabin, read 
for its occupants. Like others of his 
time, he came Loping that among Ito 
obeap lands he mliht find a hem 
whereon patient toll would yield greater 
results than In the older settlement.. 
And this motive was well founded. Each 
year witieaasd new Improvements an 
new purchases. Thru he bought and 
sold, whll. increase In valns was fas 
gaining him wealth; and thus he provi 
ded for the declining yean of life, and 
for his children who might survive him.

The dreadful war of 1861 oame, when 
three of hi. son*, with v<Uor wuleh h« 
oheraeteriaed their forefathers, volun 
teered their eervfoes in the army for th 
nnlon, and they were immediately fol 
lowed by hla two son-In-laws and sis 
nsphews. One son. one son-in-law and 
the H|I nephews, fell in their devotion to 
the nag o! their country, the honor ot 
which they sought to maintain. Mr 
Parker, although dlaqnellned by age for 
the duties of a soldier, yet waa an active 
friend to the union cause, using hla time 
influenne and money lo encourage en 
litment. The successful termination o 
the war waa joyously hailed, and rot I 
eft a void at his hearthstone and an 
aohlug in hla hoarl, which even the heal 
ing Influences of time have boon unable 
o assuage. 


He haa .always been a prominent 


member of the community in which, he 
cast his lot. In 1834, he was chosen to 
fill the offieeof justice of the peace for 
lis township, continuing in the same 
our yeara. In 1844, he was elected to 
serve as county commissioner, and* In 
he earns year, as the whig candidate,

ame four successive terms, np to 1849.
